Cuba's largest radio and TV sta- 
tions today and broadcast an ap- 
peal for sympathizers to rise in 
arms and fight against the govern- 
ment of President Fulgencio Batis- 
ta. 


The rebels called for an imme- 


diate general strike. Soon after- 
ward workers in the telephone 
company and other utilities began 
leaving their jobs and communi- 
cations were crippled. 


Shooting began at 11:30 a.m. in 


the waterfront district near the 
Banco Continental. This is the San 
Isidro District in the old part of 
Havana. 


Most Banks Close 


The firing rapidly spread to oth- 


er sections of the city. 


Rebel forces also seized an arms 


shop. 


Most banks in Havana closed 


and in others employes suddenly 
quit work. 


Most of the heart of the city ap- 


peared to be calm and there was 
no sign of rebel activity around 
thc presidential palace or key gov- 
ernment buildings. 


In the American-owned First Na- 


tional City Bank about half the 
employes walked out. 


Two heavy bomb explosions oc- 


curred at noon.

There were much larger increases 
during the p r e c e d i n g several 
months.

Roads Commission says Mary- 
land would get 83 million dollars 
in direct allocations through fis- 
cal 1961 under the federal highway 
J|ll passed'by Congress. 
^Included in the measure, now 


before President Eisenhower, is 
about $6,300.000 in emergency ad- 
ditions to funds already authorized 
for 1959. 


The SRC said yesterday prelim- 


inary figures disclose the State 
would-receive about $56.325.000 in 
interstate allocations for 1960 and 
more than 20 million dollars for 
primary, urban and seconf&ry 
roads in 1960 and 1961. 


The amount Maryland would re- 


ceive in 1961 interstate funds was 
uncertaifi because no formula for 
distribution to the states for that 
year has been announced. But the 
total in federal funds for that year 
is the same as for 1960—52,500,- 
000,000. 


In all categories, the federal bill 


provides more federal money for 
the State's 15 year highway pro- 
gram than was earlier anticipated.

Spiritless Retreat 


WE HEAR A GOOD deal of talk 


these days about the "beat generation." 
but not too much about who they are, 
what they think and do. and why they 
are "beat." Here and there, however, 
they are being put under the glass, 
and a clearer image is beginning to 
take shape. Mostly they're youngish, 
of course, and their favored haunts are 
San Francisco and New York. They 
make a specialty of avoiding work for 
pay. They deliberately seek out life at 
the most primitive levels they can find 
in the city setting. In all this there is 
purpose, or so they say. They arc in 
rebellion against the organized society 
they see about them. They want no 
part of it. They want only to be left 
alone, to live according to their in- 
dividual lights. 


THEY BELIEVE the society they 


see 
is 
overorganized. 
domineering, 


crushing to the individual. But they 
will not fight it. They have no program 
of action, no politics, no wish to make 
over. That is why they arc "beat." 
They are resigned, and they wish mere- 
ly to withdraw from contact with all 
they dislike. They collect individual, 
isolated experiments for their own 
sake. Their lives arc an assortment of 
these fragments. No large cause of 
any kind in any field of endeavor, 
enlists them. They believe they can 
understand juvenile crime better than 
most, because they sense in it a rebel- 
lion like their own. 


IT IS POSSIBLE for many who 


hold places in organized American 
society to sympathize with the fad of 
the beat generation's revolt, wilhdlit 
approx'ing its shape and content. This 
is indeed the age when organization 
seems to creep into everything, when 
the Group presses down, when to 
depart from the decreed course or the 
accepted pattern is to run many risks. 
But a rebellion that has no construc- 
tive aims, that shies away from battle, 
is a spiritless retreat. Men who break 
bonds, who tilt with old ways of doing, 
who contest trends and the encrusting 
rigidities of society represent mankind 
at its exalted best. Men v;ho simply run 
from life, seizing a few bright frag- 
ments as they go, tarnish and disfigure 
the very individualism they profess to 
cherish. 


The Hard Way 


WHEN THIS recession is over, and 


we hope it will be soon, we will have 
learned some hard lessons all over 
again. The business cycle has a life of 
its own, and it refuses to be wholly 
subdued by human masters either in 
government or business. We in this 
ccuntry had thought thai with all the 
artificial floors and props put under 
the economy it was pretty secure 
against all but the mildest fluctuations. 
The dip we are in now probably will 
never turn into a major depression. 
But it is big enough to induce a little 
fresh' humility among the confident 
manipulators of the economy. We were 
told, too, that business today was so 
diversified that it no longer would feel 
so sharp a jolt if the great auto indus- 
try s.-igged. About all that idea is good 
for today is a rueful smile. 


Dangers Of Ainniys 


WITH THE MAJOR airlines put- 


ting in force their own instrument-fly- 
ing regulations on some of the nation's 
most crowded lanes, the air collision 
problem has appeared to ease. The 
frightening near-miss of a National 
Airlines plane heading into New York's 
Jdlcwild stirs new concern. 
The Na- 


tional pilot..lackGuthrie. maneuvered 


brilliantly to avert a collision with an- 
other National plane coming head-on 


at the same altitude- 8.000 feet. Some 


60 lives were saved in the big plane, 15 
in the smaller two-engine ship. But. 
of course, (he last-minute dive should 
not have been necessary, and would 
not have been if all aircraft within 100 
miles (20 minutes' flying time) of air- 
ports were somehow under tighter 
electronic guidance. Outline said he 
did not believe any negligence was in- 


volved on cither side. That's the grim- 


mest comment he co-i!d make.

no one doing anything wrong, two 
planes ajmost met in mid-air at a cost 
of scores of lives. 
If faultless flying

Serious Splits Affect Both Major Parties 


WASHINGTON — This reces- 


sion year 
Congressional cam- 


paign, which will gather momen- 
tum following the Easter recess 
of the Senate and House, finds 
both parties seriously split. 


The Republican split, which ap- 


pears within nearly every state 
outside the South, stands to do 
thai party more; harm this fall. 
The regional split of the Demo- 
crats, which has been sharpened 
by its exclusively Texas leader- 
ship in Congress, will hurt them 
much more in the Presidential 
election in I960. 


EXISTING circumstances deep- 


en the slalc-by-slatc nature of 
all Congressional campaigns. An 
aggressive Democratic Congress 
has largely seized the initiative 
from the Republican President, 
and the President has proved un- 
able to unify his party behind 
his policies. 


Preliminary soundings 
show 


that the Republican cleavage is 
already doing a great deal of 
damage to party morale. It is a 
genuine difference 
of 
opinion 


about what course 
the 
party 


should take. It is sometimes a 
case of internationalism versus 
isolationism, more often a con- 
flict between orthodox Republi- 


can doctrine and a semi-yielding 
to the New Deal which is modern 
Republicanism. 


THE RESULT is the same: a 


confusion and indifference which 
have an adverse effect upon the 
collection of campaign funds and 
upon party workers. 


When Midwest Republicans dis- 


cuss the special elections that 
have given them so much trou- 
ble, they do not admit cither that 
the voters admire the Democrats 
or arc hostile to the President. 
They are much more apt to con- 
tend that nobody knows what Re- 
publicans stand for. 


By this time Republicans are 


resigned to the fact that Eisen- 
hower has no intention of being 
the day-to-day leader of his party 
in. the sense that Roosevelt and 
Truman led theirs. Even the con- 
servatives are not happy about 
it, but they 'don't see anything 
they can do. 


THEY believe that National 


Chairman Mcade Alcorn undcr- 
•vands their problems and they 
arc warming up to Sherman 
Adams, who is 
described 
as 


much more receptive to their, 
gripes than he formerly was. 


Vice President Nixon keeps his 


door open to party leaders and 


they appreciate it. They consider 
that relationship more in the na- 
ture of 1960 insurance, however, 
than a practical help since he has 
no power of appointment nor real 
legislative influence. 


FOR THEIR part, Democrats 


are under no illusion that civil 
rights will be less troublesome as 
a 1960 issue than it has been in 
the past. The extent to which 
Northern and Western liberals 
will seek to achieve greater inde- 
pendence of the South in platform 
"and candidate will depend in 
part on how well they do this fall. 


But their resentment of the 


manner in which issues import- 
ant to them have been blurred 
by the Johnson-led Senate is al- 
ready in the open. Former Sen- 
ator Herbert Lehman expressed 
it bluntly last week at a New 
York dinner in honor of his 80th 
birthday. The Democratic Advis- 
ory Council is another expression 
of it. 


The Northerners and Western- 


ers will try to sweep those dif- 
ferences under the rug in their 
campaigns this fall. They think 
the same attempt against the 
Presidential candidacy of Vice 
President Nixon in 1960 would be 
too great a risk.

Congress went home for its an- 
nual 10-day Easter recess with a 
clean record. 


It hadn't done much. 
Congressmen 
will 
return 
to 


Washington in mid-April, wiser 
and perhaps sadder men. They 
could learn much from the con- 
stituents they visit while at home. 


This could change completely 


the Congressional Record—there 
is four months to go before a'd- 
journmcnl in time to campaign 
for the November elections. 


The Congressional Record sum- 


mary of April 1 showed 4C> meas- 
ures passed by both Houses and 
signed into law by the President 
'luring the first three months of 
this yc;ir. 


This includes four appropiration 


hills. 


Three arc supplemental appro- 


priations for the current fiscal 
year. They increase government 
expenditures by over four billion 
dollars—mostly for national de- 
fense. They were passed with cuts 
of only 10 million dollars below 
administration requests. 


On the fir.st regular money bill 


for nnxl year—appropriating over 
four billion dollars for treasury 
•ind post office expenditures—the 
cm was only 13 million dollars. 
This is about one-third of 1 per 
cent. 


This shows how last year's 


"economy drive" h.is evaporated. 


getting its proposals before Con- 
gress. 


Presidential plans for reorgani- 


zing Department of Defense and 
setting up the proposed National 
Aeronautics and Space Agency- 
NASA—just made it to the Hill 
before Congress recessed. 


These arc highly controversial 


proposals. They will call for pro- 
longed hearings' and much de- 
bate. ' 


Other 
White 
House 
recom- 


mendations already, before Con- 
gress arc given little or no chance 
for passage. Included: 


Proposals to shift responsibility 


from federal to state and local 
governments for disaster relief, 
civil 
defense, 
juvenile 
delin- 


quency, 
child 
welfare, 
urban 


planning and other grant-in-aid 
programs. 


ONE OTHER important change 


of congressional sentiment in re- 
cent weeks has been the shift 
away Irom national defense meas- 
ures. More emphasis is now be- 
ing put on programs to relieve 
the business recession. 


The first two to clear Congress 


before recess will cost 3.fi billion 
dollars—1.8 billion to stimulate 
housing construction and 1.8 more 
for highways. 


Congress also passed n fnrm 


bill to freeze price support levels. 
Rut that met n presidential veto. 
Overriding the veto would co<t 
the government 2?0 million dol- 
lars. 


Other ami-recession measures 


to lie acted on after Congress re- 
turns include extension of unem- 
ployment insurance benefits, aid 
to depressed 
areas, easing of 


credit restrictions, possibly a pub- 
lic works program and last but 
no; least 
an income tax cut 


and-or reriuctioas in excise taxes. 


AMONG THE-important meas- 


ures on which Congress will have 
to net are: 


The 
3.9-billion-dollnr 
foreign 


aid 
and mutual security pro- 


grams, postal rate increases to 
bring in 700 million dollars, in- 
creases in government pay scales 
to cost 444 million dollars, a 1.5- 
billion-dollar increase for surplus 
farm products disposal, a 145- 
million-dollar aid to science and 
general education program. 


Additional high priority items 


on which there is no price tag: 


Provision for presidential dis- 


ability, sharing of atomic secrets 
with U. S. allies, statehood for 
Alaska and Hawaii, reciprocal 
trade agreements extension, reg- 
ulation of union welfare funds 


i and 
various labor law 
amend- 


ments. 


Nearly all of the public laws 


passed so far this year have been 
noncontrovcrsial cats and dogs.

Wald. who Ukes-to feel the public pulse, 
claims he knows what is the third most in- 
teresjing thing in the world—to most people. 


the answer may surprise you. It is sex. 
"I polled 8.000 librarians all around the 


world," he said, "and asked them what was 
the theme of the books people asked for 
most often. 
. 


"The No. 1 theme turned out to be sur- 


vival. The second 
favorite theme was 


security. Sex was third." 
, . 


"Pictures that show sex for sex's sake, 


or violence for violence's^ sake—they are n 
good anymore. They have no future," 
Wald's conclusion. 


THE PORTLY producer, who looks like 


a modern Buddha-that is. if Buddha lived 
in Hollywood - says the fiim business has 
undergone a big change in the last year. 


"You have to lift a picture now to the 


level of your audience." said .Wald. 


"They are more hep. They are better 


educated, entertainment - wise, than any 
other generation in our history. 


Here are some more observations. by 


Wald, an ex-newspaper gossip columnist 
who. at 45. is ranked as one of the smartest 
film executives: 


"The greater danger in the entertain- 


ment field is to become a hitchhiker, who 
tries to copy yesterday's hit.

"But TV has my sympathy. We turn 


out 500 hours of entertainment a year. They 
have to turn ou^ 30.000 hours. How can it 
be good? 


"One of the problems we have in Holly- 


wood is the need for more girls who look- 
good in dresses, who can wear clothes and 
walk in them with an air of elegance. You'd 
be amazed how few can. 


"ONLY ONE IN 10 patrons go to a 


movie alone. It's the women we have to 
aleasc. A man doesn't usually go to a 
movie. He is brought to it by his wife, 
mother or girl friend — and she picks the 
picture. 


"Any actor or actress who tries to get 


ahead by looking like a current star doesn't 
have a chance. You have to be original. 
Only the originals last —and they have to 
fight to do it. Bctte Davis is.an example. 
She wouldn't let them make her look like 
everybody else. She fought hard to stay 
original—and she did. 


"Is the picture business washed up? 


How can any business that still does two 
billion dollars a year at the boxofficc be 
tfashed up? We talk ourselves into panics 
and self-induced paralysis. 


"We're the only industry which, when it 


docs something bad. tries to blame it on the 
audience. The people who make motor cars 
d6n't do that. 


"Whatever is wrong with our business 


isn't the public's fault. It's ours."

Ihesc sacks is that the feminine contents 
cither fill them too much, or not enough. 
Like the Secretary of Agriculture, they arc 
too flexible. The good old days of inflexi- 
bility are beginning to seem like a vanished 
dream. 


Ez must have an affinity for the sacks, 


because v i r t u a l l y every farmer except 
President Eisenhower wants him sacked. 
There arc critics who would deal even more 
drastically 
with 
the martyred Mormon 


elder. They would rotate him through other 
departments of Government, so people other 
than farmers would be aroused to clamor 
against him too. 


ONE OF THE advocates of rotating Ez 


is Rep. Jamie L. Whittcn. of Mississippi, 
who planted this seed with his colleagues 
the other day: 


"In support of the need for a change, I 


am reminded of the early 1930's. a time of 
farm depression, when I was growing up in 
a north Mississippi agricultural community. 
Money was hard to come by, and timos~wcrc 
tough: and we were unable to afford a full- 
time preacher. 


"In view of the ability of some of our 


preachers to cat. frequently during revivals, 
different families in the community would 
keep the visiting preachers for a day and 
night, after which some other family would 
take on the responsibility. By that policy of 
passing our preachers around, taking care 
of them did not cost anyone too much. 


"May I say again that while we Demo- 


crats haven't joined in a call upon the Prcsi- 
.-lent to remove our Secretary of Agricul- 
ture. I do feel that, whatever reasons Presi- 
dent Eisenhower has for keeping Elder Ben- 
son in his Cabinet, he should do as we once 
did in our community—the President should 
pass him around. 


"If the President must keep him, if he 


would only transfer him to the position of 
Secretary of Labor, or Secretary of Com- 
merce, or any other department, even for 
a short period of lime, it would be only fair. 


"If the President would get one of those 


departments to take Elder Benson for a 
year it might give our farmers a littl 
chance to catch their breath: for truly. 
Elder Benson is just about to cat the farm- 
• ers out of house and home." 


I TRUST I AM NOT noted for maudlin 


sentimentality, but every time I hear one of 
these attacks upon the Secretary of Agricul- 
ture. I feel deeply for him. It seems unfair 
that he should have to take the entire rap 
for the Administration's farm policy. I just 
can't believe that Ez is doing all this strictly 
on his own. He must have at least one 
accomplice. 


But, no matter what the result of the 


outcry against the poor fellow, he it almost 
certainly foredoomed to the same fate as 
will befall the couturiers if the chemise 
dress goes out of fashion. He'll be left 
holding the sack. .

And NATO commented: "In the 


two years of its formal existence 
the People's army has become 
a formidable force of a kind 
which revives unpleasant mem- 
ories." 


The NATO report said the well 


equipped East German Commun- 
ist army has about 110,000 men 


now. Many former Nazi generals 
and colonels hold high commands 
for the Communists. 


In addition more than 200,000 


other men are in para-military 
forces designed to fight in lac- 
tories and streets if there ever 
is another popular outbreak like 
the one in June, 1953. 


And in contrast, the West Ger- 


man republic with almost three 
times as many people as the 
east, has 10.000 less men in its 
army and no para-military for 
ces. 


Until 1956. the East German 


soldiers wore Russian-type uni- 
forms. They looked foreign to the 
Germans and were despised by 
the population, who 
regarded 


them as renegade Germans mas- 
querading as Russians. 


But now. said NATO, "the Com- 


munists have reintroduced the 
familiar field-gray uniform and 


jackboots, the traditional regi- 
mental parade emblems, profici- 
ency badges and other insignia." 


Pay was raised. Morale rose. 


Desertions, which had been a 
problem, declined. The NATO re- 
port continued: 


"The goose-step has .been re- 


adopted and military marches of 
the Kaiser's army and even songs 
of Hitler's SS troops are again 
heard.

Railroad Wants To 
Discontinue No. 24 
34-734 Passengers 


CHARLESTON W> - A general 


passenger agent for the Baltimore 
& Ohio Railroad testified -today 
that the discontinuance of certain 
trains in West Virginia would save 
the company $877,000 annually. 


R.H. Holier of Baltimore was 


one of two B. & 0. witnesses who 
testified today during the hearing 
before the Public Service Com- 
mission on the carrier's request 
to end two passenger runs. 


They are No. 24 from Parkers- 


burg to Cumberland, Md., and No. 
34-734 between Cumberland and 
Washington, D.C., via points in 
West Virginia. 


Holter said the railroad's out- 


of-pocket loss on these trains was 
$200.000 a year. He asserted their 
discontinuance, as well as that of, 
two non-scheduled mail and ex- 
press trains linked with them and 
serving the area, would save the 
railroad the $877,000. 


B. & 0. over-all operations show- 


ed a loss of about one million 
dollars in February, the first de- 
ficit since 1951. 


The railroad has furloughed 15.- 


000 crew members, 30 per cent of 
its total force, a B. & 0. attorney 
told a newsman.

20 or more crewmen out of work.
